L. E rvin—has practiced medicine 
for 33 of his 75 years. 
B ut old Doc, whose patients— ; 
both black and white, 
rich 
and i 
poor—chipped in to raise $2,000 j 
for his m edical expenses, w on’t be 
going home as happy as he could i 
be. 
Too Late To Operate 
D oc’s diagnosis of his ailm ent I 
w as confirm ed by the 
big 
city j 
physicians. They 
operated 
and 
found he was suffering w ith can­ 
cer of the liver, and th at it was too j 
late to rem ove the organ. 
So h e’ll be going back to In- j 
verness—to wait. 
W hen told of this, old Doc didn’t 
lose his famous sm ile. He set his I 
m ind to feel a few pulses, take a j 
few tem peratures and w rite a few i 
prescriptions for 
patients 
w ho’ll 
call at his home— w hile h e ’s w ait- j 
mg. 
As far as is know n, old Doc’s 
sm ile has left him only once. That 
w as w hen the people of Inverness 
and thereabouts 
presented 
him 
w ith the fund. He broke dow n and 
cried. 
B ut he didn’t cry this tim e. He 
w as happy, knowing he was going 
to be am ong the folks w ho live in 
big plantation hom es and broken 
dow n tenant cabins, the neighbors 
w ho cam e to his aid w hen needed 
m ost. 
Fund Kept Secret 
T he money for the g ray-haired 
doctor with tw inkling blue eyes 
w as collected in a cam paign that 
found solicitors knocking on big 
m ansions of the w hite folks and 
rickety shacks of sharecroppers. 
It was kept a secret until the day 
he arrived here for treatm ent. 
“Best people in the world down 
there, both black and w hite,” old 
Doc said, with a 
lum p 
in 
his 
throat. 
M any was the tim e 
old 
Doc 
m ade his round to m inister to the 
sick and got a fee of only a spok­ 
en “thanks,” or a slab of bacon, 
or a sack of com. 
He never claimed cred it for the 
services he gave. He m erely re­ 
ferred to a quotation attributed to 
• French doctor which says: 
I bandaged him. God healed j

Seaway Debate 


The controversial St. Lawrence 
seaway proposal, previously dis­ 
cussed by the Escanaba city coun­ 
cil and tabled until next meeting, 
last night received the 
council’s 
cold shoulder as a topic for de­ 
bate. 
Minutes of the previous meeting 
show the council tabled the mat­ 
ter until next meeting 
with 
the 
expressed hope that Escanaba or­ 
ganizations would meanwhile ex­ 
press their opinions on the 
sub­ 
ject. 
Last night the 
seaway 
project 
was not on the agenda and did not 
come before the council for 
dis­ 
cussion. 
Called “Oversight” 
James Doran of Escanaba, who 
engaged Mayor Guy Knutson 
in 
discussion after the meeting was 
adjourned, asked why the seaway 
project had not been brought up. 
Doran said he was there at the re­ 
quest of local 
industrial 
unions 
and private citizens 
who 
favor 
construction of the seaway. 
Mayor Knutson said the failure 
to bring the seaway project up for 
discussion was an “oversight.” He 
denied the council in unofficial 
session had agreed to ignore the 
matter. 
The mayor instructed the city 
clerk to enter on the minutes the 
appearance of Doran and Doran’s 
favorable statement for the 
sea­ 
way. 
The council was not called back 
into session to hear Doran and an 
exchange of argument 
for 
and 
against the seaway between Dor­ 
an and the mayor continued after 
other councilmen left the 
cham­ 
bers. 
Council Was Divided 
In the previous 
session 
when 
council had discussed the propos­ 
ed seaway project there was sharp 
division of opinion on 
the 
sea­ 
way’s value to the port of Escana­ 
ba. The discussion followed a pro­ 
posal that the City of 
Escanaba 
endorse the project by resolution. 
Some councilmen 
favored 
the 
seaway project and pointed to the 
fact the city has for many years 
contrib/ 1 ted to an association fav­ 
oring seaway development. 
Opposition was voiced by Coun­ 
cilmen Knutson and Ed Cox, who 
said they fear the 
seaway 
may 
harm Escanaba as 
an 
iron 
ore 
shipping port. 
The U. S. Congress is now de­ 
bating the proposed seaway. Con­ 
gressional decision is expected be­ 
fore the 
Escanaba 
city 
council 
meets again 
in 
regular 
session 
March 20.

The beacon light will make six 
revolutions per minute with the 
beam elevated 2 degrees above 
the horizon. 
Cost Was Shared 
Obstruction lights at the south 
end of the field mark a line of 
trees and act as a guide to pilots 
in keeping above them. 
Many of 
the larger trees were removed. 
Runway boundary lights will be 
turned on at sunset and left on all 
during the night, the airport m an­ 
ager reported. 
The light installations were fi­ 
nanced under a program in which 
the cost was shared by local, state 
and federal funds. The cost of op­ 
eration will be an obligation of the 
city. 
Lighting the field brings it up to |

by commercial airlines.

France In Need Of 
Economic Stability 
R 
ECENT events point up all too clearly 
that France is in a bad way, both fi­ 
nancially and politically. 
This is a m atter of deep concern both to 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization, of 
which France is an important part, and to 
the United States, which is shelling out 
millions for France’s rearmament. 
The problems of France are many and 
complex. For one thing, dislocations of in­ 
ternational trade have cut heavily into her 
exxports. This can be economically dis­ 
astrous. 
Another thing is the costly w ar she is 
waging in Indo-China. 
If she could pull 
out of Indo-China her budget problems 
would be just about licked. 
Involved in all France’s money troubles 
is the very real problem of the tottering 
franc. 
Forty years ago it was w'orth 20 
cents. At the beginning of World War II it 
had fallen to three cents. Falling steadily 
after World War II it finally was pegged at 
one-third of a cent. And it looks as if even 
that won’t hold. 
Naturally, such devalued money puts a t 
terrific hardship on the French people. The 
cost of living has zoomed 50 per cent in 
the last year and a half. 
Against this spotty financial scene, Pre­ 
mier Faure went home to Paris from the 
NATO conference in Lisbon recently to tell 
the French what they were going to have 
to pay out for rearmament. 
He informed the National Assembly that 
taxes would have to be raised 15 per cent 
to raise $4 billion for rearmament. The As­ 
sembly turned him down and the Faure 
government fell, only 40 days after it had 
come into power. 
This illustrates a phase of France’s polit­ 
ical weakness which must be remedied if 
she is to have the stability to pull herself 
out of an extrem ely difficult situation. 
How is France to correct this weakness? 
Many believe a change in the constitution 
will be required to bring about permanent 
benefit. 
Short of that, the only answer appears 
to be the emergence of a single party with 
strength enough to endure for a sufficient 
length of time to carry out remedial finan­ 
cial policies. 
Middle of the road governments have 
failed to do this since World War II, which 
leaves France in the unhappy position of 
perhaps having to choose between an ex­ 
trem e of right or left. 


Ambassador's Post 
Not For Duke 
npHERE 
are reports that the Duke of

Windsor is talking to British bigwigs 
about getting a top government job. may­ 
be even that of ambassador to the United 
States.

Windsor has not been known particularly 
for his unflagging attention to m atters of 
Empire.

The Doctor Says ... 
Varied Types of Arthritis 
Attack Spine at All Ages 


BT EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. — Written for NEA Service 


Several kinds of arthritis of the spine are 
recognized The cause of some (tubercu­ 
lous arthritis, for example) is known, and 
the cause of others is not. 
In some cases an arthritis of the spine 
may become far advanced before produc­ 
ing any symptoms. In others symptoms ap­ 
pear almost before the condition can be 
diagnosed by X -ray or other methods. 
One form of arthritis of the spine is that 
which is fairly common in elderly people 
and in people who are overweight. This is 
a sort of bone degeneration and is not ac­ 
companied by true inflammation. 
Frequently this variety of arthritis does 
not produce any serious symptoms and can 
merely be considered a sign of advancing 
years. 
When symptoms are produced, however, 
there is no good method of restoring the 
spinal joints completely to normal. 
The 
treatm ent must therefore, be aimed at re­ 
lieving the symptoms of pain and stiffness 
insofar as that is possible. 
A back brace can be helpful. The use ot 
• stiff mattress or a board under the mat­ 
tress 
is 
also 
commonly 
recommended. 
Sometimes heat, massage, or other meas­ 
ures of physical therapy bring about con­ 
siderable relief. 
There Is one hind of spinal arthritis 


much more common in young men than in 
women and not particularly likely to de­ 
velop in older years. No one knows why 
this should be the case and it is still de­ 
bated among medical men as to whether 
this disease of the spine is a variety of the 
more common rheumotoid arthritis involv­ 
ing other joints or whether it is purely a 
spinal disease. 
MUCH PAIN AND STIFFNESS 
At any rate, this form of spinal arthritis 
is unpleasant. It causes a good deal of pain 
and stiffness. 
Unless properly treated it 
tends to cause tne body to be bent forward 
and also interferes with proper expansion 
of the chest. 
Eventually, that is after many years, it 
causes a complete stiffening of the spine— 
and when this occurs, the pain disappears. 
What is the best treatment is still uncer­ 
tain although some have reported good re­ 
sults with X-ray treatments. 
A few pa­ 
tients have been treated with cortisone or 
ACTH with good results—at least at first. 
Any person with an arthitis of the spine 
must have an accurate diagnosis which can 
only be obtained by careful examination 
and by X-rays. When this has been done, 
the most promising line of treatment can 
be started. But one cannot expect too much 
at present.

WASHINGTON—W eary United Nations 
negotiators will m ake a last, desperate bid 
this month to end the Korean war in the 
big parley tent at Panmunjom. But if their 
pleas fail, General Ridgway is ready to 
blockade the Chinese coast with battle­ 
ships 
and to 
hit 
Chinese 
bases with 
bombers. 
Here are the latest, inside developments 
that could lead to peace or full-scale war 
in a m atter of weeks: 
* 
1. Orders from Washington are to per­ 
suade the Communists to sign a half truce 
—in other words, to nail down in writing 
the agreements that have already been 
reached orally. It is hoped this will pre­ 
vent the Communists from backing down 
on their word and speed the truce talks. 
2. 
However, 
the Central Intelligence 
Agency is convinced the Chinese will try to 
prolong the Korean stalem ate indefinitely. 
Chinese Communists can continue to draw 
war goods from Russia to 
equip 
their 
armies and build a powerful 
air 
force. 
But CIA also reports that the Russians are 
worried about China’s growing 
strength 
and are secretly urging a truce as an ex­ 
cuse to cut off the equipment. 
3. If the truce negotiators cannot come to 
terms, General Ridgway wants to block­ 
ade the Chinese coast and bomb the Chi­ 
nese mainland. 
The final decision must 
come from President Truman, 
however, 
who still hopes for a peaceful way out. 
4. Inside the Joint Chiefs of Staff, Gen­ 
eral Vandenberg has warned that we don’t 
have enough planes to waste on conven­ 
tional bombing of China. He points out that 
China’s principal cities are now protected 
by squadrons of jet fighters, and argues 
that we can’t risk losing bombers in China 
—except to deliver the atomic bomb. 
The danger is that bombing China might 
provoke war with Russia. 
TRUMAN ON IKE 
Harry 
Truman 
sounded off to an old 
Senate friend the other day about Gen­ 
eral Eisenhower’s presidential ambitions. 
“I 
don’t 
know why in the world Ike 
wants the job,” the President mused. “He’s 
much too thin-skinned. Why he gets upset 
every time a columnist takes a nasty dig at 
him. You can imagine w hat would happen 
if he were sitting in this chair.” 
The 
President 
looked out the window 
thoughtfully and went on: 
“If Ike were 
elected, there would be a short honeymoon. 
I had one too but you wouldn’t think so 
now. Then everyone would start pouncing 
on him.” 
LOFTY INTENTIONS 
When a House committee was named to 
investigate the Justice Department several 
weeks ago, all hands agreed it would be a 
model of “non-partisan” efficiency. 
The 
probe was to be conducted on a strictly 
“judicial” basis, with no politics by either 
side. However, these lofty intentions ap­ 
parently have fallen by the wayside. 
So far committee Democrats and Re­ 
publicans have spent most of their time 
wrangling over the procedure the probe 
should follow, instead of getting down to 
business and giving the public the full facts 
about corruption in the Justice 
Depart­ 
ment. 
Republicans have been hotly critical of 
Chairman Frank Chelf of Kentucky be­ 
cause of the delay in naming a committee 
counsel and staff to direct the probe. 
On 
the other hand, Democrats have insinuated 
that the Republicans are more interested 
in playing politics, with an eye on the No­ 
vember elections, than in a speedy hearing 
to develop all the facts.

(Q) “My husband is a hard-working, good man. He loves his 
four children and me very dearly. The only fault He has is to 
go out about once a month and drink until he can’t stand up. It 
is hard to convince him not to drive the car and he already has 
a charge against him for drunken driving. Another charge 
against him would mean the loss of his job and the breaking up 
of our home. He keeps doing this in spite of the promises he 
makes. What can I do to help him?” 
(A) Your husband’s promises are worthless when he has the 
urge to drink. Don’t ask him to make such promises again. It makes 
him feel inadequate and ashamed when he breaks his promises to 
you. 
Instead, ask him to tell you when he feels the urge to drink com­ 
ing on him. He knows the symptoms from past experiences and can 
readily identify them. Then when he warns you of his urge, take 
away his car keys so he cannot drive the car and keep him in the 
house, by force if necessary. 
He may put up a protest and make it difficult for you but, know­ 
ing how' much is at stake, you should be whiling to make any sacrifice. 
When he is at home, you can also have some control over the amount 
of whiskey he drinks. 
Talk to your doctor about this m atter and see if he has any sug­ 
gestions that may help your husband to cure this drink urge. If he 
feels that your husband* would profit by joining Alcoholics Anony­ 
mous, ask him to talk to your husband about the m atter and make 
arrangements for him to get in touch with the organization. 
Because vour husband is willing to promise you that he won’t 
drink heavily any more, he is sincere in his desire to cure himself. 
But. the urge is stronger than his desire not to drink, and that is 
why he gives in to the urge. To overcome the urge, he needs pro­ 
fessional help. 
There is no question about the fact that you must treat this m at­ 
ter as a serious one. With four children to provide for. your husband 
cannot afford to lose his job or ruin the children’s chances for suc­ 
cess in your community because of his bad reputation. That is why 
you must act at once.

To Sail Great Lakes, 
Detroit Shippers To!d 


DETROIT — (/P) — The 
first 
French ships to sail 
the 
Great 
Lakes in more than 200 years ate 
now 
under 
construction 
and 
should be in operation here eaiij 
next year. 
That was the report of Roland 
Fraissinet, 
general manager for 
the Fabre Line. 
at a gathering 
of 50 Detroit shippers, warehouse­ 
men and business leaders. 
Fraissinet 
said 
the new ships, 
under 
construction at Marseilles, 
are named Joliet and Marquette 
“after the great French explorers 
who first came to these lakes.” He 
said they will carry 169,500 cubic 
feet af cargb. 
His line plans to operate five 
freighters on the lakes this year 
between Marseilles and Chicago. 
However these ships are chartered 
from other nations and do not fly 
the French flag. 
Other foreign lines on the Great 
Lakes now>*re the Swedish-Am - 
erican, Swedish - Chicago, Fjell 
Line of Norway, Hamburg-Chica- 
go of Germany and Orange Line 
of The Netherlands.

That was in 1949. 
Wilber was 
30 then and apparently in

one at that. 
A promising future 
had all but been expunged by a 
five-year stay in the Army. While 
in the service, Wilber managed 
and caught for the San Antonio 
Cadet center nine. 
He had Enos

lice the area and maintain roads 
to it. 
Churches, charitable 
organiza­ 
tions and Boy Scout units would be 
given cut rate motor license plates 
under another bill passed.

Senate approved bill to use cur­ 
rent operating money to 
repair 
their court houses, jails and other 
public buildings without the spe­ 
cial millage tax which has been 
required.

Death Takes Former 
Milwaukee Publisher, 
Judge August Backus 


MILWAUKEE — (ZP) — August 
C. Backus Sr., former publisher 
of the Milwaukee Sentinel and a 
prominent jurist, died yesterday 
at his home. 
Backus, 
74, 
established 
the 
municipal court probotion system 
and during his 14 years on the 
bench presided over the case of 
the man who shot and wounded 
Theodore Roosevelt here in 1912. 
He established a legal precedent 
in 
that 
case 
by 
committing 
Roosevelt’s 
assailant, 
J o h n 
Schrank, to a mental institution 
after a 
report by a 
board 
of 
alienists, 
without 
bringing 
the 
case to trial. Schrank died in the 
institution 31 years later. 
Backus left the bench in 1924 
to become publisher of the Sen­ 
tinel, and retired in 1930.
